Gentlemen ttf the Senate, <thd

In obedience to your Resolution of 
the 8th of July last, on the 11th I wrote 
Major-Gen. Dearborn, requesting him 
to cause to be delivered to me, for the 
use of the militia of this State, the Unit­ 
ed States’ arms then deposited in New­ 
port ; art® have now the honor to lay be­ 
fore you that officer’s very singular an­ 
swer, under date of July 14th. 


On the 2 1 st of July, I received ano­ 
ther letter from Gen. Dearborn, under 
date of the 15th,"’(that letter I also lay 
before you,) in which he requests me to 
order into the service of the United 
States, (in addition to this States* quota 
of the 100,000 men ordered by Con­ 
gress) two companies of artillery, and 
two companies of infantry, with a Ma­ 
jor, to be posted in the forts and batte­ 
ries at Newport; an answer to which, 
on the 21st, I wrote that officer, a copy 
of which it herewith presented. 


Being informed by the General, that 
the United States’ troops were to be or­ 
dered from Newport, and finding that 
the State Was to be left without protec­ 
tion,! was induced to convene the Cotin- 
cii of War, and take their opinion of the 
measures most proper to adopt, under 
these circumstances 
And although I 
did not hesitate as it regarded my duty 
respecting thU State’s quota of militia, 
as ordered at May session, and called for 
by Gen. Dearborn ; yet considering it a 
question of the highest importance to 
the United States generally, and to this 
Stute in particular, it became necessary 
to take their opinion, whether the mili* 
tia of this State could be withdrawn from 
vhe authority thereof, by the President 
of the United States, except in the par­ 
ticular cases provided for by the Consti­ 
tution of the United States f And when 
the militia are called for, by the presi 
dent of the United States, who is to be 
the judge, whether those exigencies cx 
ist or not ? 


With respect to the withdrawing of 
the United States’ troops from New­ 
port, by the President, however impro 
per, yet as imminent danger of invasion 
did not exist, and considering the defi­ 
ciency of fuuds in our State Treasury,the 
Council were of opinion that it was not 
expedient, at that time, to increase the 
expense of the State, by ordering any part 
of the militia into servicc. 


On the question, whether the militia 
of this State oan be withdrawn from the 
authority thereof, except in the particu­ 
lar cases provided for by the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States, they were una­ 
nimously o | opinion, that they could 
not. 


On the second question, viz. when 
the militia of this State are called for by 
the President of the United States, who 
is to be the judge, whether those exi­ 
gencies provided for by the Constitution 
of the United States, exist or not ?— 
Thgy were also unanimously of opinion, 
that the Executive of the State must, 
and of right ought to be, the judge. 


On tlje 22d of July, agreeable to your 
resolution of the 19th, I wrote to the pre­ 
sident of the United States, and enclosed 
him a copy of that resolution, and re­ 
quested him to give orders to the proper 
officer, to deliver me two thousand stand 
of small arms, and six field-pieces, with 
such quantities of ammunition, Sec. for 
the use of the State, as he should deem 
proper. 


On the 22d of August, as I had re­ 
ceived no answer. I wrote to the presi­ 
dent of the United States again,enclosed 
a copy of the above letter, and repeattd 
my request for arms, See.—and on the 
same day I wrote the Secretary at W a r , 
informing him of my*application madi* 
to the President of the United States, 


for arms, kc. and requested him to fur­ 
nish the same as soon a« possible ; and 
by the same mail, I endued him a Re* 
turn of this State’s quota of detached-mi­ 
litia, under the command of Lieutenant* 
Col. John S. Eddy, and informed him 
that they would be ready to act in th t 
service of the .United States, j#hen, in 
my opinion, any» of the exigencies pro* 
vided for by tne Constitution ojf. th$ 
United States,should exist,agree^b.|t tp 
the opinion and adt|ce of the Council of 
War, given me on thcoccasion.. 


On tic 19th of September,'I t^&eived 
by express a letter frem the Hem. f&ne- 


0* Martin, under date Of the H tb ; in 
which 1 was informed of the «gitition 
among the citizens of the Utan4 of 
Rhode-Island, occasioned by the ¿{¡pear- 
ante© of three Brhisti Frigates near 
Point-Judith, afid suggested the nftes- 
sity of sending a part of the detached 
militia to thclf aid, or the calling' tho 
Council to determine on means the moftt 
proper for their protection. That letter 
1 lay before you# observing that in con­ 
formity therewith, the Council of War 
did meet in this town on the S4fht, When 
the letter was laid before them, and after 
mature deliberation, I was advised and 
requested to i?sue an order to the Quar­ 
termaster-General of this State tb pro­ 
cure, as soon as practicable^ a quantity 
of powder and lead, for the use of the 
State j but that it was not adviseable* 
under existing circumstances, to order 
the detachcd militia, or any part thereqf, 
into the service at present. 
? 


On the 28th of September, by the re-* 
quest ofthe Council of War, I wrote 
to the President of the United States a 
third letter, and enclosed .him another 
copy of your Resolution of July 19th, re­ 
questing me to apply to him for arms, 
&c. and repeated my request but ob­ 
tained no reply. 


On the loth of October, instant, 1 re­ 
ceived a letter from the Secretary of the 
War Department, informing me that the 
President of the United States had di­ 
rected him to forward me an order, 
which he then enclosed» on t|ie' Assist- r 
ant Deputy ^Quartermaster at 
|g y % 
port, for one thousand stand of wms*'* 
and stating that Jive hundred had heen 
delivered, to the State brjore, did that 
arms had been loaned to several Volun­ 
teer companies at Newport; but as that 
order did not come to |>a^d>on tl>c **mo 
day I wrote the Secretory, informed him 
of the mistake, and renewed my request 
for ordnance and auaqwtyitiou.» 


It is very much to be regretted that 
there should exist * difference of opi­ 
nion betwcen Uae President of the Unit­ 
ed States and the government of the in­ 
dividual States, in any case» and particu­ 
larly so, as it respects the disposing of 
the detached militia* when the nation is 
involved in war. Satisfied, however, that 
the principle adopted, <tnd the course 
this State has pursued on that subject, 
is not only perfectly in agreement with 
the letter, but with tbe spirit of the Con­ 
stitution of the United States, I conceive 
an adherence thereunto indispensable ; 
but should this General Assembly think 
the course erroneous, there is now an 
opportunity to correct it. 


The declaration of war by thp Con­ 
gress of the UnitedBtates against Great- 
Britain has placed this State in a very 
perilous situation ; having an extensive 
sea-coast accessible by a naval force, 
the principal part of the United States* 
troops, that | were thought neccssary, 
even in time of peace, withdrawn from 
the State,an4 our forts and batteries very 
illy supplied vfcith the munitions of 
war. 
_ 


Under these circumstances, should 
the President of the United States re­ 
fuse to supply this State with the ord­ 
nance and ammunition, for which I was 
requested to apply, and the protection 
the general government are in duty 
bound to aflord, and for which this State 
has contributed so largely» aud leave us 
to the mercy of an invading enemy, i t , 
will not only be the duty of every citizen 
to be prepared for the event, but of this 
General Assembly to make an appropri~ 
ation in aid thereof to which I request 
your attention. 


Relying with the fullest confidence on 
your disposition to adopt and pursue 
measures the best calculated to ptfemote 
and tccure the peace and happiness ot 
the citizens at large, I have only to as­ 
sure you, Gentlemen, that nothing« cor 
Htitutionally within my power, shall be 
wanting, to effect an object to desira^ 
ble.—May the Supreme Governor of 
the Universe, aid you in your delibera­ 
tions, and crown your manure« with 
His bles&ing.

T hat by an act of Congress, ptisscd 
April 23, 1808, entitled, “ An act njok- 
*inK P*^lsion for urbiing and eqiuppjujjf 
the whole body of ihe miliù» of the U 
States,” a ptrm unent appropriation, o l, 
tM^o hundl'ed thausaud dollars untAially 
-iirus nude for the purchase of arms and 
miUtary equipm ents for the whole btidy 
of Ihc militia. 
And the third section ot 
the sa m o tta requires, thnt all the arnib 
procm-ed “ shall bo trausinittfd lo the 
8cv.eral States compusinp; this I ’nior 
it}ul icrritoi ies thereof, to t.*ch Staii and 
T erfiiury iospcctiv»*ly, in proportion to 
the num ber of the cffectivo m ilu'a in 
caoji StAte and T^rriiory, to be Uisir.- 
l^ te d to the militia m such State au'l 
T^errHory, under such rcgulatjons us 
phail be by law prescribed by the Legis- 
iaiure pf each State and T erritory." 


W hy the provisions of this act have 
been evaded and violated, and the arms 
due to this Slate, until now,withheld, ihç 
Coinniiuee arc unable to explain. 
But 
notwithstanding nearly one million of 
doUai*s buve now been appropriated for 
the purchaie of arms for tbe militia, not 
a single «tand of them has hitherto been 
delivered to this S|ate> as the act re­ 
quires, although it appears that tt^eir full 
‘com plem ent, (if not almost the whole 
o f the arm s purchised) has been trans­ 
mitted Cb the Southern and W estern 
StaUs ; and although repeated uppUca- 
tion^have been riMide in behidf of this 
StHte, both by the G overnor and by our 
Representatives in Congress, for the 
arms to which we arc entitled. 


T hat the application dircctcd by this 
G eneral Assembly to be made to Gen. 
B carbom for the arm s belonging to 
this Htah;, and then under his contioul, 
Sliould ha\*^' been considered by him as 
tn appeàl to hi¿ fiivour and bounty, and 
auperc!liou9ly reftised as such, woold 
tw truJy extraordinu«, did not the let­ 
ters of that oSicer, of the 14th and I ÿth 
of July last to his Esccllcncy the Gover- 
n®r, furnish but too much eyidencc of 
the imbecility and infirmities of the 
writer. 


His Exccllency the Governor, in hi*^ 
letters to the President and Secretary at 
W w f a l l i e d for the delivery of two 
thousand stands of arm s, for the use of 
OUT militia ; and from the reply of the 
Sccretàry of the 4th of O ctober inst. it 
may be concluded that this State is en­ 
titled to at least that quantity of arms, in 
tirtuc of the act of Congress abovt:-men- 
tioned. 
¥ c t'th e Sccrctaiy’s letter con- 
only an oadcr for the delivery of 
one thousand stands, and gives no sutis- 
idctory account of the rem ainder, which 
ought also to have been delivered. 
For 
the statem ent that “ five hundred stands 
had before been delivci-ed to the S»atc,” 
is entirely erroneous, and must luve a- 


• rtse<i from some misapprehension on the 
part of the Secretary— no arms what­ 
ever having ever until now been deliver­ 
ed to this State by the U. Slates. 
And

1R—«As the m ovements of the army 
under my command, since I had 
last the honor to aduress you on iht: 8th 
inst. have been of a very important cha­ 
racter, producing consequences serious 
to many individuals; establishing tucts 
actually connected with the interest of 
the sc*vnc# and the safety of the army : 
an4 a» 1 stand promiuently responsible 
for sdfue óTthese conatq^uentes, 1 beg 
leave lo explain to you, sir, and through 
you lb my couftry, the situation and cir­ 
cum stances in which I have had to act, 
and the reasons and motives which go­ 
verned me ; and if the result is not all 
that m ight have been wished, it ib »ucli 
that when the whole ground shall be 
viewed, 1 shall cheeriully submit myself 
ttt^Hlie judgm ent of my country. 


In my letter oftlie 8ih inst, I apprized

Under Eiich im pressions, I had on the 
5!<i ill»!, wriiten lo brigadier-general 
Siuyth, of the United States’ forces, re- 
quciiting an interview with him, m ajor- 
gcncrai flail, a«d the conunaudants of 
the U 111 led Suu«s regim ents,for the pur­ 
pose of conferring upon the subject of 
future operations. I wrdtc m ajor-gene­ 
ral Hall to the same purport.

the possibility of getting some person 
ct> pas« over to Canada» and obtain cor­ 
rect information. 
O n the m orning of 
tho 4th, ho ^ro te to me that he had pro­ 
cured the man "who bore ,h»^ letter to go 
over. 
Instructions were given him ; he 
passed over— obtained such information 
as warranted an immediate ailack- This 
.was confidently cdmmunicated to several 
of my first of&cei's, and ju oduced great • 
zeal to a c t; 
especially as it m ight 
have a c o n tro ^ g effect upon the move­ 
ments at Detroit, whcro it was supposed 
general Brock had gone, with all tho 
force he dared spare, from the Niagara 
frontier. 
T he best preparations in my 
power were, therefore, made to dislodge 
the enemy from the Ileig h tso f Queen!)- 
town, and possess ourselves of the vil­ 
lage, where the troops m ight be shelter­ 
ed from the distressipg inclem ency of 
the weather. 


Lieut, col. Fenw ick’s flying artillery, 
and a detachm ent of regular troops un ­ 
der his command, were ordered to be up 
in season from Fort Niagara. 
O rders 
weiie also sent to general Smyth to send 
down fromBuffalOe such detachm ents uf 
his brigade as exisiiag circum stances in 
that vicinity m ight^arrant. T he attack 
was to have been made at i o’clock in 
CUe m orning of tho 11th, by crossing 
over in boats from the Cild Ferry oppo 
site the H eights. To avoid any em bar­ 
rassm ent in crossing the river, (which is 
here a sfiect of violent eddies) experi­ 
enced boatmen were procured, to lake 
the boats from the landing below, to the 
place of embarkation. 
Licat. Sim was 
considered the man of y^rcalesi skill for 
this service. 
He went a*hcud, and in 
the extrem e darkness, passed the in­ 
tended place, far up the r i \ e r ; and there, 
in a most extraordinary manner, fasten­ 
ed his boat to the shore, and abandoned 
the detachm ent— In this J>ont A«ai,Jie 
had carried nearly every oar, which wms 
prepared for all the boats— In this 
ago#iizing dilemma, stood olliCers and 
men, whose ardour had not been cooled 
by exposure thro»igh the night to one 
of the most trem endous N oith-East 
storms, which continued unabated for 
twenty-eight hours, and deluged the 
whole cam p.—— 'I'he approach of day­ 
light extinguished every prospect of 
success, and the detachm ent returned 
to camp. 
Col. Van Rensselaer was to 
have commanded the detachment. 


A fter this result, I had hoped the pa­ 
tience of the troops would have continu- 
I d, until 1 could submit the plan sug­ 
gested in my letter of the 8th, that 1 
m ight act under, and in conformity to 
the opinion which m ight then be ex ­ 
pressed-~U ut my hope 
i^ile : the 
previously excited ardour teem ed to 
have gained new heal, from the lato mis­ 
carriage—ithe brave were mortified to 
stop short of their object, ihd the timid 
thought laurels half-won by an attempt. 


On the morning of the 12th, such 
was the pressure upon me from all 
quarters, that I became satisfied that my 
refusal lo act might involve me in sus­ 
picion, and the service in disgrace. 


Viewing affairs at Duffaloe as yet 
unsettled, I had immediately counter­ 
manded the march of general Sm yth's 
brigade upon the failure t [ the hrst ex ­ 
pedition ; but having now determ ined 
to attack Queenstown, I sent tiew or­ 
ders to gen. Smyth to march ; not vvith 
the view of his aid in the attack, for I 
considered tlie lorce detached sufficient, 
but to support the detachm ent should 
the conflict be obstinate and long con- 
linued. 
• Lieut, col. Christie, who had just 
arrived at the Four Mile C reek, had 
late in the night of the first contem plat­ 
ed attack, gallantly offered me his own 
and his m en’s service ; but he got my i 
permission loo late. 
He now again ; 
came forwat d ; had a conference with 
col Van Rensselaer, and begged that 
he m ight have the honor of a command 
in the expedition. 
T h e arrangem ent 
was madi3. 
C o l.^ a n R ensselaer was 
to command one column of 300 militia ; 
and lieut. col Christie acolurAn of the 
santc number of regular troops. 


Every prccauiion was adopted as to 
ho'ali, and the m ost confidential and 
experienced men to m anage them .

( hristie m arched his detachm ent by 
the rear road,from Niagam to Camp,

regim ent moved from Niagara
